Germany Told Where to Get Off. 
Secretary Lansing on Tuesday sent 


Germany the following answer and 
what she must do: 


In my note of October 23, 1918. I 


advised you that the President had 
transmitted his correspondence with 
the German authorities to the gov- 
ernments with which the Govern- 
ment of the United States is asso- 
ciated as a belligerent, with the sug- 
gestion that, if those governments 
were disposed to effect peace upon 
the terms and principles indicated, 
.their military advisers and the mili- 
tary advisers of the United States be 
asked to submit to the governments 
associated 
against 
Germany 
the 


necessary terms of such an armistice 
as would fully protect the interests 
oi" the peoples involved and insure to 
the associated governments the un- 
restricted power to safeguard and en- 
force the details • of the peace to 
whic'- the German Government had 
agreed, provided they deem such an 
armistice possible from the military 
point of view. 


The President is now in receipt ot 


a memorandum of observations by 
the Allied Governments on this cor- 
respondence which is as follows: 


The Allied Go\ernments have given 


careful consideration to the corre- 
spondence which has parsed between 
the President of the United States 
and the German Government. Sub- 
ject to the qualification^ which fol- 
low they declare their willingness to 
make peace with the Government of 
Germany on the terms of peace laid 
dowp in the President'- addre" to 
Congress of January. 1918. and the 
punciple- of <ettlenv nt emmci?tc'!
